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1. SUMMARY: PRELIMINARY DUTCH CABINET REACTION TO FAILURE 
OF PARIS ENERGY CONFEREN CE IS THAT IT IS PITY BUT NOT 
CATASTROPHE. FON MIN VAN DER STOEL TOLD AMBASSADOR THAT HE 
THOUGHT CONSUMER COUNTRIES MADE ALL REASONABLE CONCESSIONS. 
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OFFICIALS INFOREIGN MINISTRY PRIVATELY HOPE THAT ANOTHER 
PREPCON CAN BE POSTPONED UNTIL LATER THIS YEAR OR NEXT.

2. WE HAVE LEARNED FROM RELIABLE SOURCE THAT DUTCH CABINET, 

IN MEETING APRIL 18, DEVOTED CONSIDERABLE TIME TO DISCUS- 
SION OF PREPARATORY PARIS ENERGY CONFERENCE. NO OFFICIAL 
GOVERNMENT POSITION HAS YET BEEN TAKEN ON HOW TO PROCEED IN

CONSIDERATION OF RAW MATERIALS AND NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER AT SPECIAL SESSION OF UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND UNCTAD. 
PUBLICLY, MTNTSTR YWTT I. SAY THAT NETHERLANDS CONTINUES TO

5. VAN DER STOEL WAS SAID BY RINGNALDA TO BELIEVE IEA SHOULD

TO MINISTER THAT US WAS RIGHT IN REGARDING TIMING AS PRE- 
MATURE AND THAT FRANCE, POLITICALLY MOTIVATED, HAD BEEN

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6. ASKED WHETHER HE THINKS FAILURE OF CONFERENCE WILL AFFECT 
RELATIONS AMONG EC-NINE. RINGNALDA SAID HE DID NOT. DESIRE 
OF SOME EC MEMBERS FOR SEPARATE RAW MATERIALS CONFERENCE 
MIGHT LEAD TO COMMUNITY FRICTION, HOWEVER, GIVENWHAT HE 
SAID IS STRONG OPPOSITION TO SUCH MEETING BY GERMANY AND UK, 
NETHERLANDS FOREIGN MINISTRY OFFICIALS FAVOR HANDLING RAW 
MATERIALS SEPARATELY, ACCORDING TO RINGNALDA, IN ORDER TO GET 
THEM OUT OF WAY, THEN DEAL WITH ENERGY. HE SAID DUTCH DID 
NOT BASICALLY OBJECT TO LINKING RAW MATERIALS AND ENERGY, BUT 
THAT WHEN DUTCH REPRESENTATIVES IN PARIS SUGGESTED ACCEPTING 
SEVEN'S PROPOSAL FOR SUCH LINKAGE, MATTER FLOUNDERED OVER 
SEVEN'S REFUSAL TO DROP INDEXATION, A CONDITION OF DUTCH 
SUGGESTION.
